ited by a fundamental law 
I ant object of which is, to protect 1 the 
rights of minorities against the possible 
oppressions of the majorities. 

There are some things, then, that the 
| government may not do, and some things 
that it may do. 

We will notice a few things that it 
njay not do, either constitutionally or 
morally. 

The government may not enact a law 
to benefit individuals to the prejudice of 
tho public interests. The correctness of 
this position is based on that conceded 
democratic principle, viz : “The greatest 
good to the greatest number.” 

The government may not legalize well- 
defined crime. Crime is defined to consist 
in any act that violates law, either hu¬ 
man or divine; that violates any rule of 
moral duty, an offence against the laws 
of right, prescribed by God or man, or 
that is pernicious to community, physi¬ 
cally, morally, or socially; hence, if a 
government legalizes any such acts, itself 
becomes criminal. That which is in itself 
morally wrong cannot be made right by 
legislation. 

Our government has no right to create 
or support by law a privileged class. A 
privileged class is a “class of persons en¬ 
joying certain advantages, privileges and 
immunities not common to others of the 
human race.” 

Especially may the government not 
create or support a privileged class in 
crime. This is self-evident; it needs no 
argument. 

Now, apply tho foregoing principles 
to the liquor license law. That law au¬ 
thorizes individuals to engage in a trade 
for their own pecuniary benefit, that is 
detrimental to community. 

That law legalizes crime by author¬ 
izing a business that takes a man’s money 
for that which is not only worthless, but 
positively hurtful; that robs him of his 
intellect, impairs.lfis moral sense, under¬ 
mines his physical health, and tends to 
the commission of every crime that 
is known in law. 

The license law creates and supports 

a privileged j^ass, in that it allows not

Here we pause to answer the question 
which many an anxious parent will ask : 
which is the best mode of beginning the 
education in words of a very small deaf- 
mute child? The advocates of articula¬ 
tion say; do not use either signs or the 
mafaual alphabet. Speak to the child 
continually, using only such gestures as 
everybody can understand. Oblige it to 
ask for whatever it wants by speaking. 
In time it will learn to read at least often 
repeated words and phrases on your lips, 
and at least to make such imitations of 
speech as those, who are accustomed to 
hear it, can understand. 

To this we reply, that while such a 
plan may in many cases answer well 
with those children who had learned to 
talk quite fluently before becoming deaf, 
in the case of the deaf fre tn birth or early 
infancy, it will, in most leases, result in

it may seem, it is the rule rather than 
the exception. 

But the deaf-mute through long suf¬ 
fering has got used to his lot, and so used 
to it that he is in a manner content. And 
if pity and sorrow are to come in, they 
must come from others ; he has got so 
that he can neither pity nor be sorry for 
himself. After the lapse of many years 
he has awakened to the great truth that 
to be happy and successful he must help 
himself J 

*- * “For prayin? ever best succeeds, 

When seconded by manly deeds. ” 

And he has »et himself about it 
with a vim. He has his own clmrch,• 
his newspaper—his literary society—or 
if he bo pleases to call it, his club. He 
also lias his [leriodical convention and 
his college, aud when one of his greu? 
men dies, lie erects a monument to his 
memory. Once begun to work for him¬ 
self lie will nonstop audei-Q long he will 
have other things of his own. Thisyn¬ 
ergetic revival on his part, is very re¬ 
cent, but as it has been of slow growth, 
it cannot bo temporary. There- is .still 
a great deal latent in him, and before 
long it will come out. 

But what do'we think of our deafness I 
It is a groat misfortune, truly. To nearly 
all of via medical uoieucc is puwoiloon U# 
aid, and wc must remain deaf to the end 
of our days. But let us not suppose there 
is nothing to ameliorate our condition. 
There is A great deal, und though we Can¬ 
not hear, yet we can be deaf and happy, 
and in a measure, prosperous. We do not 
suppose that were a deaf-mute suffered 
to choose whether he should regain his 
hearing and lose a leg, he would consent 
to the exchange. Nor would he exchange 
his present defect ft)r any other. He 
piefers to bear the ills he has rather than 
to fly to those he knows nothing of. 

Blit why are we deaf? is the question 
often made. Why 1 indeed : 

“A picture once we saw— 

Three crosses against' the sky, 

And the heaviest cross was the highest one ; 
Perhaps that axis-wars why.” 

There is much in divine consolation, 
an«l when any of im are disposed to com¬ 
plain at our lot, let us mnk it, and let us 
remember that “Whom the Lord loveth 
ho ehastenetli.’” Aud when our friend, 
and others like hint, feel had und wretch¬ 
ed because they cannot, hear ami speak 
as other men, let them think of this lit¬

For the greater 
number of deaf-mute chili Iren signs and 
the manual alphabet w 11 present the 
surest, easiest and most ; fleasant means 
of early mental develop! nent and moral 
training. 

There can be no question that the 
manual alphabet, even when words are 
spelled at length, is the most convenient 
mode of using words possible to the deaf. 
Its convenience would be greatly pro¬ 
moted by using a syllabic alphabet, such, 
for example, as the present writer de¬ 
vised many years ago, but had then no 
opportunity to use practically. 

The manual alphabet can be used in 
many circumstances in which writing 
materials cannot be obtained, or cannot 
be used. For instance, two persons 
walking together converse with their fin¬ 
gers oven undor an umbrella; two friends 
meeting in carriages can exchange greet¬ 
ings or items of news from a distance of 
several yards. One person at an upper 
window can give or receive information 
or warning, the other party being in tlie 
street below. One person in a boat can 
communicate at a distance of several rods 
with another on the shore. (The two- 
handed alphabet is legible at a greater 
distance than that made with one hand, 
and our deaf-mutes have an alphabet 

made oy postoton» y.c im, .. 

by which they can communicate as far as 

the eye ora telescope can reach.) 

We need hardly observe that reading 
on the lips, which requires close atten¬ 
tion, in a gffofi light, at the distance of 
only a yard or two woul/J be quite use¬ 
less in many important occasions, when 
signs arid the manual alphabet would 
serve to gratify curiosity, relieve anxiety, 
or give warning of danger. In the dark, 
especially, wf) e ft neither writing nor 
reading on the lips be pf any use, 

the manual alphabet could be used, 
somewhat slowly, but with perfect cer¬ 
tainty. (Continued practice will remedy 
the slowness, as in the case of Laura 
Bridgman, who converses as fast by hold¬ 
ing the hand of her friend in hers as 
other people can who see.) 

A child can learn to fq>eU wifj} its fin¬ 
ger's at a much earlier age than it can 
learn to manage a pen or pencil. We 
have seen children three or four years 
old spell a few short words as distinctly 
as any persqn could, In fact, it is about 
as easy for a dmi-nn^e child to 
learn to spell short words which

Dr. Peet also has a lette^ou the same 
subject, and gives several sound reasons 
why the Convention was called for the 
date it was, and describes places of inter¬ 
est to visit and the inducements of the 
neighborhood for recreation. There 
should be a large gathering this summer, 
and there doubtless will be.
